5,692,047 to McManis and U.S. Patent No. 6,009,524 to Olarig et al. each do a 
comparison with two signatures, but each generates a different signature for each 
comparison, rather than using the same signature for both. 
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7. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a),
